6£ ANY an architect would be 
saved grey hairs, and his 
client trouble and money, 
if a Building Research Station and 
Building Centre was available in 
Dublin.” This is typical of the re- 
action from Dublin architects yester- 
day, when they were asked what they 
thought of the suggestion made in his 
inaugural address on Tuesday night by 
Mr. G. MecNicholl, president of the 
Architectural Association of Ireland, 
when he advocated the setting up of a 
Building Research College on the lines 
of the British Research Station. Among 
Irish architects, Mr. McNicholl's 
suggestion represents more of a long- 
felt want than a novel suggestion. 
The British Building Research 
Station was described to me pe? 
as & place where every typeof building 
material and method is examined by a 
staff of experts—all first class scientists 
—at the request of architects, con- 
tractors and manufacturers, and the 
most complete and exhaustive reports 
are later issued. The station has an 
extensive library of valuable reference 
books. Also, from time to time its 
information bureau issues bulletins on 
some vital aspects of building science 
which are a scientific reflection of a 
body of inquiries submitted to the 
station. One of these which | read 
yesterday was a summary of available 
nowledge on the decay, preservation 
and repair of natural stone masonry 
which hag already been regarded by 
authorities in this country as a most 
convenient résumé of existing informa- 
tion.

the earliest efforts to associate problems of 
unemployment with Government and local 
authority plans for housing and other 
public utility works. 
That was the stage of transition at 
which the solution of employment and 
public. works problems passed into the 
hands of Irish statesmen. From the 
inception of the lrish Free State the 
interdependence of their solutions has en 
an accepted article of political faith. 
Plans for housing and other public 
works—to say nothing of State-supported 
industrial enterprises—have been conceived 
or accepted in a l.rge measure as they 
appeared to promise opportunities to 
provide employment. Now, under the 
stress of war emergencies, the dominant 
consideration has |. come the means by 
which to grapple with present and 
prospective questions of employment. 
Whereas public utility schemes formerly 
were accepted or rejected as they were 
deemed to be desirable or unnecessary to 
safeguard public health, or to minister 
to public convenience, these considerations 
no longer are decisive. Evidences of the 
degree in which the centre of gravity has 
been shifted from pure considerations of 
general utility to those of employment can 
be found in the constitution and recent 
developments of our Government depart- 
ments. The Board of Works—until 
recently mainly concerned with engineer- 
ing and financial problems—now takes the 
initiative in steps to deal with unemploy- 
ment, while important sections of the 
Departments of Local Government, and of 
Industry’ and Commerce likewise, devote 
special attention to employment questions. 
Why—it may be asked—do we think it 
necessary to lay stress on such changes? 
What is their significance? Our answer 
is that they indicate a. fundamental 
departure from long-accepled traditions 
of government; that new influences and 
impulses have given a new sense of 
direction to the outlook and activities of 
those .who are at the helm of the ship of 
State; and—of most immediate im- 
portance—that they call for serious 
readjustments of the machinery by which 
new impulses are transmitted to the body 
politic. Recently, we welcomed the 
appointment of a Minister whose duty it 
is to link up the activities of the three 
departments who now divide responsi- 
bilities for public works and employment 
questions. It was a welcome departure— 
but is it sufficient ? 

We are convinced that far more yet 
must be done if the administrative machine 
is not to break down under the stresses of 
the new driving forces which now are in 
play. If we say—as we do say—that 
serious and imminent dangers lie behind 
the changes to which we have referred, it 
is not with any desire to deprecate, or to 
set limits to, the social reforms introduced 
or contemplated by the Government.

It may seem perverse to talk about :"e 


in the middle of a world war. Yet we 
would do wrong, on these or any other 
grounds, to overlook the latest report of 
the directors of the frish Tourist 
Association, if only because it contains one 
striking recommendation. The report 
points out that the holiday resorts of 
this country have enjoyed, in general, 
quite a satisfactory season, thanks entirely 
to the home holiday traffic—that is to say, 
the flow of Irish holiday-makers. On the 
other hand, those resorts which’ depended 
in the past upon British and American 
visitors failed, for obvious reasons, to 
attract anything like their old custom, 
and their finances have suffered more or 
less severely. Will these facts affect the 
country’s outlook $ the important 
question of ‘‘tourism’’ in the years after 
the present war? We think so, and the 
I.T.A, agrees. The lesson of these ex- 
periences is ‘‘the wisdom of regarding our 
own people as the most reliable source of 
traffic for the majority of our resorts, 
and the necessity for cultivating that 
traffic and catering specially for it in 
future.” We have commented on this 
subject before, even before the war. There 
has been, undeniably, a tendency in 
Ireland to cater almost exclusively for the 
well-to-do in respect of holidays. It is 
less conspicuous of late, perhaps, than in 
the fifty or sixty years before the Great 
War of 1914-18, when patriots declaimed 
against it as one of the chief causes of the 
‘‘Handy Andy,” or “stage Irish,’’ outlook ; 
yet we fear that in many of the most 
charming resorts it remains dominant. 
The “ small man,” the man who earns 
anything up te £5 a week, has little 
opportunity to enjoy a holiday in his own: 
country; if he has a wife and children, 
their prospects of a fortnight at the 
seaside are next door to negligible. For 
the rich there are hotels in abundance— 
admirable hotels, upon the whole; for 
the very rich—so long as they do not 
want casin-s or the luxuries of a great 
city—Ireland caters extremely well ; ‘and 
she offers unrivalled facilities to the 
sportsman, who is usually well endowed 
with the world’s goods. Unfortunately, 
the number of Irish people who can enjoy 
what she has to offer is very small. 

An increasingly popular practice among 
Irish people of moderate means before the 
present war was to spend their holidays 
abroad. The fare to France and Germany 
“was a heavy enough item, to be sure; but, 
once arrived, their costs were virtually at 
an end, because those countries, and other 
continental countries, abounded in cheap, 
yet clean and decent, hotels that catered 
of set purpose for the guest with a slender 
purse. It was, in fact, not impossible for 
a man and his wife to spend three weeks 
in France almost as cheaply as they could 
have spent them in a distant part of Ire- 
land—fares and all included. If similar 
hotels existed in Ireland, an annual 
holiday would be placed within the reach 
of thousands of people who cannot afford 
one nowadays. We concede that some effort 
has been made within the last ten or 
fifteen years to meet the demand for 
cheaper hotels. It is possible to get good 
accommodation with — sometimes — sur- 
prisingly good food at £3 10s. a week or 
thereabouts. That, however, is not 
enough. There must be not only far more 
of these hotels, but a multitude of hotels, 
even smaller and less pretentious, whose 
charge will be something in the neighbour- 
hood of £2 a week. Any company that 
could establish a chain of these hotels 
would make a fortune ; and, if no company 
is willing to take the chance, the State 
ought to set an example. We think that 
even now, in. war-time, there is work for 
the Tourist Board. It could prepare 
detailed plans for the creation of such 
hotels after the war, and, which is hardly 
less important, it could consider the 
general improvement of the amenities at 
our resorts, most of which are sadly lack- 
ing in the normal appurtenances of holiday 
resorts. At the least, it could improve ' 
natural bathing-places, where such are 
available, and could create artificial pools

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


This book, entitled “Red Rose.” is 
based on the life story of a famous woman 
anarchist, Emma Goldman, who died in 
Canada in 1940. ‘The subject of the book 
was better known in ‘America, thouch she 
was born in one of ‘the remote. Baltic 
provinces of Russia. 

Emma Goldman, after a stormy 
oratortcal carcer in the States, was de- 
ported to Russia with her friend, 
Alexander Berkman, who had served a 
sentence of fourteen years for shooting at 
the Chairman of the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany during a strike. 

They were received by a band, and 
orators delivered addresses of welcome 
when they reached the Russian frontier. 
In a year or two they were derorted from 
Russia as bitter enemies of the Soviet 
régime. 

It is, I think, unfortunate that Ethel 
Mannin concentrates so much upon the 
personal relations of these two in -her 
book : but, even so. it makes a remarkable 
story with a real life background. 


“Tally” Currencies 


A picture appearing in the current issus 
of the Standard should bring cheer to the 


hearts of my friend. Maior “Jim” 
Waller, and his Mount Street (Club 
colleagues, who pioneered the idea of 


“tally” money. 

The picture is of a ‘“‘ tally,” and the 
accompanying letterpress tells how a Parish 
Council in Wexford “financed” the 
recovery of hundreds of tons of peat fuel 
from the foreshore at Carna, distributed 
It to homes in the neighbourhood. and. 
incidentally, gave useful employment to 
some scores of idle men. i 

Neither tha banks nor local capitalists 
would put up the necessary capital. The 
whole plan seemed to be dead until some. 
hody conceived the bright idea of using 
Mount Street Club methods of finance. 
Local merchants accepted the “tallies ” 
on condition that they would be exchanged 
for currency notes when the peat was 
delivered and paid for. Now they hare gct 
those notes. and everybody concerned 
seems to be happy. 

It Sounds like a fairly tale—but it really 
has happened. I shall be surprised if we 
do not hear much more about parish 
council “ tallies.’’

Srg,— The issue raised by your cor- 
respondent on the above subject is not 
so much one of age as the question, 
What are we to do? Neither age nor 
youth have virtue in themselves. (I 
was badly beaten at golf during the 
holidays by a man twice my age— 
and [ am over 35! But then, my 
golf!) Virtue consists in having 
practical plans suitable to the cir- 
cumstances and then carrying them 
out. If we all set ourselves thinking 
out what we ought to do in existing 
circumstances and worked together in 
@ common cause, age and youth would 
each find their place. 

My own theories of what we should 
do might be summarised under three 
heads : 

(1) Co-operate to the fullest extent 
with all other Protestant Evangelical 
Churches in this country—t.e., in 
prayer; basic evangelism and social 
service. While retaining our. distinc- 
tive Prayer Book system in Worship 
and Orders, also make room for 
occasional visiting preachers from these 
other Churches. 

(2) Co-operate also with the Church 
of Rome in social service and the 
strengthening of Christian moral 
witness. 

(5) Appoint a commission to meet a 
similar commission from the Church of 
Rome to discuss a modus vivendi on 
the greatest social issue in our country, 
viz., “mixed ” marriages. Entreat the 
Roman Commission to seek the with- 
drawal of the Ne Yemere Decree in 
this country so that ‘ Protestants ”’ 
and “ Catholics ” could marry without 
pressure to change their religion from 
either side. The Church of Rome to 
acknowledge the Marriage Service of 
the Prayer Book (the marriage vow is 
identical in the two Churches), and 
the children of such marriage to 
follow the religion of the mother, 
unless the parents themselves desire 
otherwise.

COUNSEL AND 


The extracts read by prosecuting 
counsel from the document alleged that 
various meetings between Stephen 
Hayes, Dr. Ryan, Mr. Derrig, Senator 
Byrne and Laurence de Lacy had taken 
place for the purpose of discussing 
various activities of the Irish 
Republican Army, including the 
bombings in England, the raid on the 
Magazine Fort and raids on banks 

Mr. Murnaghan (who was instructed 
by Mr. R. P. Humphries, of the Chief 
State Solicitor’s office) said that while 
it was recognised that the charges of 
possession and distribution were not 
considered very serious charges in the 
eyes of the law, there were some very 
serious features about the documensé 
which he proposed to open to the 
Court, and in relation to which he 
proposed to tender evidence. This 
evidence did not make the document 
any more or less an incriminating 
document, but was relevant on the 
issue as to what view the Court would 
take. The document was a length) 
one of four closely-printed pages of 
fair size and he did not propose to 
open it in full at this stage. 

It purported at the commencement 
to be a report of the findings of an 
alleged court-martial on one Stephen 
Hayes, at which it was alleged that he 
was found guilty of two charges: 

‘‘1—That you Stephen Hayes, con- 
spired with the Irish Free State 

overnment to obstruct the policy and 
impede the progress of the Irish 
Republican Army,’’ and 

“2— That you, Stephen Hayes, are 
guilty of treachery by having 
deliberately given information of a 
secret and confidential nature con- 
cerning the activities of the Irish 
Republican Army to a hostile body, 
to wit, the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment.’’ 


“ TISSUE OF LIES ” 


Mr. Murnaghan said:—‘‘ The docu- 
ment then goes on to state that, after 
the promulgation of the sentence, 
Stephen Hayes made a complete con- 
fession—selected excerpts from which 
make up the rest of the document. 
At this stage I would like to remark 
that, in view of what is contained in 
these excerpts from the alleged con- 
fession, it is impossible to imagine on 
what evidence the purported court- 
martial could ever have arrived at a 
verdict of guilty. If the evidence 
which I propose to tender to the Court 
is accepted as truthful and accurate, 
it will be apparent on going through 
the document that, whoever was re- 
sponsible for its production — be he 
Stephen Hayes or some other person 
or persons who might have a sinister 
reason for attempting to put the 
alleged confession into the mouth of 
Stephen Hayes — compiled what can 
only be described as a highly seditious, 
defamatory and imaginary document— 
in fact, a complete fabrication and a 
tissue of lies. 

“In general terms, the alleged con- 
fession suggests that in the year 1938 
Hayes was in touch with the Govern- 
ment through a man called Larry de 
Lacy, his brother-in-law, and that the 
Government gave its approval, and 
welcomed, what is described as the 
‘English Campaign’ by the IR.A., 
and that as a result of information 
supplied through de Lacy to the 
Government widespread arrests were 
made in the six counties and in Eng- 
land. It then on to detail alleged 
meetings, which, it is alleged, took 
place between Hayes, on the one hand, 
and Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, and Senator Chris Byrne, in the 
years 1939, 1940, and down to April, 
1941, in the Shelbourne Hotel and in 
the Gresham Hotel, and at Dr. Ryan's 
house, At two of these meetings it is 
alleged that MY. Derrig, Minister for 
Education, attended. 


“ SINISTER 
FABRICATION ” 


“TI will produce these three gentle- 
men to the Court to give evidence, 
and each of them will say that at 
no time did they meet Hayes in either 
of the hotels mentioned, or in Dr. 
Ryan’s house or any, other place, and 
at no time did they discuss with Hayes 
the matter alleged to have been dis- 
cu-:ed at these alleged meetings. The 
two Ministers will go further and say 
that neither of them knew Stephen 
Hayes. I will also produce de Lacy, 
and á will deny that he acted as go. 
between between Hayes and the 
Government. 

“The various matters alleged to 
have been discussed at these fictitious 
meetings are, in fact, so ridiculous, 
when considered calmly, as almost to 
refute themselves, but I propose to 
take the witnesses, while in the box, 
through the documents, and to deal 
with these various matters seriatim. 
It, was, inter alia, suggested (1) that 
Dr. Ryan suggested that bombings in 
England should only be on a small 
scale; (2) that he later suggested that 
one or two jobs be done in England 
without any precautions to prevent lose 
of life; (3) later still, the carrying out 
of a raid on the Magazine Fort, and 
afterwards expressed satisfaction with 
the results of the ‘job’; (4) again sug- 
gested that, while Barnes and McCor- 
mick were under sentence of death, he 
suggested a few explosions should take 
place on the eve of the executions in 
order to secure that they would not be 
reprieved; (5) it is also cw er that 
he proposed that the I.R.A. shoot » 
man called Quinn and another man 
called Devereux; (6) that he suggested 
at a subsequent meeting the placing of 
a bomb in Dublin Castle; and (7) the 
last suggestion is that he suggested the 
raids on the banks. 

‘* These are matters which will all be 
denied. I said earlier, and I now re- 
peat, having given the Court an ides 
of the contents of this incriminating 
document, that if the Court accepts the 
evidence which I propose to call, that 
this document can only be described 
as a most sinister and mischievous 
fabrication.” 


R. RYAN’S 
EVIDENCE

STATEMENTS DENIED 


On page 2 of the document you will find 
the first reference to yourself. It is headed 
“ Meets Government Minister,” and it says: 
“Towards the end of February, 1939, 
received a note from Dr. James Ryan, 
Minister for: Agriculture, asking me to 
meet him in the Shelbourne Hotel about a 
week Iater.”. Did you, Dr. Ryan, ever send 
such a note?——No. 

Mr. Murnaghan—The document goes on: 
“He told me that I would have an execu- 
tive position in the Local Government De- 
partment when everything would be over.” 
Is there any truth in that statement either? 
—NO. 

The document also says: “Dr Ryan 
believed that the bombings in England 
carried out on a large scale wonld: (1) 
increase anti-British feeling here; (2) would 
increase support for the Irish Republican 
Army; (3) would reduce the influence of 
the Fianna Fail Government, and mean 
the eventual handing over of leadership to 
the Army. If the campaign was confined 
to small insignificant operations, it wonld 
not have those effects, and the prestige and 
influence of the Army would be lowered, 
which would be to the advantage of the 
Government.” Is there any truth in any- 
thing like that ?—-None. 

Mr. Murnaghan—Then further down it 
says: “ Ho said I should get Russell to go 
to the United States.” Did you ever suggest 
that?—I never suggested any such thing. 

The next meeting alleged is in the 
following paragraph: “I had gone to see 
Dr. Ryan at his own place on Easter 
Sunday evening, 1939. told him that 
Russe]! had left Dublin that day to travel 
from Cobh for the United States. He ex- 
pressed himself gratified.” Did he ever 
meet you at your house on that occasion? 
——No, never. 


ALLEGED WAR TALK 


It says then: “He told me that the 
Fianna Fail Party had suffered no ill-effects 
so far. nor were they likely to if co-opera- 
tion continued .... . . the conversation 
was of short durafion, as he was leaving 
for his home place in Wexford for the 
Easter week-end.” As a matter of fact, 
Dr. Ryan, did you leave that week-end for 
your own place in Wexford?—No.. I did 
not go to Wexford that week-end. 

Mr. Murnaghan—tThe next meeting is de- 
scribed as follows:—‘‘I. met Dr. Ryan 
again about the end of June, 1939, in the 
Shelbourne Hotel. Senator C. Byrne was 
with him.” Did that meeting ever take 
place ?——-No. ; 

During the conversation about the war 
alleged there is an allegation that “Dr 
Ryan asked me to send on the names of 
the more dangervas and prominent. Irish 
Republican Army men at G.H.Q.” Is that 
true —— No. 

It says also—' Dr. Ryan suggested that 
one or two jobs done in England, without 
any precautions being taken to prevent loss 
of life. would add a final blow to Army 
prestige, and would shake the confidence 
of their most ardent supporters.” Did you 
ever make such a suggestion?—I never 
made any such suggestion. 

In the next column there is this reference: 
“J sent word along to Dr. Ryan, via de 
Lacy, on Friday evening,” and it is alleged 
that as a result seven men were arrested in 
16 Rathmines Park. Did you ever have 
any such communication with de Lacy?— 
No. I never did. 


THE MAGAZINE FORT 


The next reference is under the heading. 
“Government suggests Magazine’ Fort 
raid.” It says: ‘““My next meeting with 
Dr. Ryan was in November, 1939, in the 
Shelbourne Hotel. The principal matter for 
discussion was the hunger strike and the 
proposed habeas corpus proceedings ... He 
said the Magazine Fort would be an easy 
job to do, and would entail little risk for 
the Government, provided he got details of 
the plans, etc. This would serve a dual 
purpose. It would give them an excuse for 
the amending of the Coercion Act, and it 
would also enable them to get rid of men 
like Brennan, Curran and Magoram.” Did 
you make any suggestion that the Magazine 
‘ort would be an easy job to do?—No. 

Were the Government anxious to get rid 
these officers in the way suggested in this 
document ?—~No. certainly not. 

The next reference is under the heading: 
“Planning the Raid.” It says: “I had 
sent word on Friday evening with de Lacy 
to Dr. Ryan giving him particulars of the 
car, destination, and the time class would 
take place.” Did you get any such in- 
formation ?—No. 

The i.ext meeting alleged to have taken 
place is under the heading: “ Assuring the 
Execution of Barnes and McCormick.” It 
says: “ At my next meeting with Dr. Ryan 
and Senator Byrne, in the Shelbourne Hotel 
at the end of January, 1940, both ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the results of the 
magafne job.” Did that meeting ever 
take place?—No. 

And you did not express the satisfaction 
alleged ?—No, I did not.

The Government knew that the 
people of all shades of opinion would 
register their protest strongly against any 
such executions, and that it would arouse 
strong anti-British feeling amongst the Irish 
at home and abroad ..... He believed 
that a few explosions on the eve of the 
executions would have the desired effect.”

HUNGER STRIKE 


The next reference is: “ My next meeting 
with Dr. Ryan was around the end of 
March, 7940. I met him in the Gresham 
Hotel. . He was accompanied by Senator C.

He introduced me to the 
latter, and told me he had brought him 
along in view of the critical situation 
created by the hunger strike. He told me 
I need not worry, as Derrig was aware of 
my relations with him.”

Following on that it is alleged: “I sent 
those to Dr. Ryan per de Lacy.” He is 
there referring to particulars of the transfer 
of 60.000 rounds of 3035 ammunition to 
the Six Counties, following which it is 
alleged that arrests were made. Did you 
ever get such information ?—No. 

ihe next meeting is described: “My 
next meeting with Dr. Ryan was early in 
September, 1940. I met him in the Shel- 
bourne Hotel. He was accompanied by

Are you satisfied that you have carefully 
considered this document and the alleged 
meetings that were supposed to have taken 
place?——-Yes. Naturally, when [ saw my 
name in it I was amazed, and read it two 
or three times. 

You are quite certain that none of the 
meetings took place?—I am quite certain 
that I never met Stephen Hayes and Dr. 
Ryan together in my life. 


FURTHER DENIALS 


Laurence de Lacy gave evidence that he 
was a brother-in-law of Stephen Hayes, 
whom he knew well. He had seen a copy 
of the document and noticed that he was 
mentioned in a number of places in it. 

Mr. Murnaghan—Can you say whether 
any of the references to you in that docu- 
ment in relation to any of the acts you 
were alleged to have done, or any of your 
actions, are accurate?—Every reference to 
me is false. untrue. 

In general terms did you act as a go- 
between in 1938 between Stephen Haves 
and the Government ?—Never at any time. 

Did you deliver messages for Hayes to 
the Minister.

This concluded the evidence, and the 
President asked Murphy if he wished to 
give evidence or say anything.

DISMISSED

Jane Wilson, spinster, formerly a 

domestic servant in his employment, 

which was dismissed by the Chief 
Justice in July last. 

The slander alleged in the pleadings 

was a statement made by Miss Wilson 


that Mr. Stoops was the father of her | 


twin children. 

Mr. J. E, Warnock, K.C., M.P., who, 
with Mr. A. J. Belford {instructed by 
Mr. R. 8. Neilson), appeared for Mr. 
Stoops, said that the application for 
a new trial was based on the grounds 
that there was no evidence to justify 
the making of the order; that the 
order was against the evidence and 
the weight of the evidence, and was 
erroneous in law, and that the learned 
trial judge had wrongfully admitted 
evidence. 

Counsel submitted that there was a 
perfectly clear-cut issue between the 
parties. Defendant affirmed that -plain- 
tiff was the father of her children, and 
plaintiff denied every allegation. Into 
that was imported evidence that £200 
was paid in respect of the paternity of 
the children, and the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice came to the conclusion that the 
money was paid on behalf of plaintiff. 
If the evidence was rightly admitted 
that Stoops, either by his own or some 
other hand, paid money m respect of 
this allegation, the Lord Chief Justice’s 
judgment could not be disturbed; but, 
if that evidence was wrongly admitted, 
no judge could possibly have ignored 
or failed to act upon that evidence. 

Going on to deal with the payment 
of money to defendant through Mr. F. 
G. Patterson, a solrcitor, on behalf of 
an unnamed client, counsel said that it 
had never occurred to him at the trial 
that this .entleman would not be 
called. 

“If I had thought for one moment 
that Patterson was not going to be 
called, I would have objected, but I 
knew he was subpenaed by Mr. 
Chambers and was in court,’’ declared 
counsel, 

Lord Justice Murphy said that, he re- 
garded it as a most material fact that 
the payment, although made by a third 
party, was made with the knowledge of 
the plaintiff, and was not repudtated 
by him. 

Mr. Warnock said that the ord 
Chief Justice had determined the case 
on the ground that Patterson was act- 
ing for Stoops, and, therefore, must 
be held liable, because, in fact, Stoops 
paid. ~ Counsel, however, contended 
that, until it was established that 
Patterson was Stoops’s agent beyond 
all doubt, the evidence could not begin.

HE third ordinary general meet-

RUBBER PRICE FIXED

” HIGH COURTS 


MILK AND DAIRIES 
ACT 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. 
JUSTICE MURNAGHAN, MR. JUSTICE 
MEREDITH, MR. JUSTICE GEOGHE- 
GAN, and MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


The question whether or not the word 
“apyeal” in the Milk and Dairies Act, 
1935. means a re-hearing. was raised in an 
exparte appeal, which was allowed, on hehalf 
of James Galvin. of the Mayne, Clonee 
County Meath. The appeal was from th: 
refusal by the Hlich Court of a condiliona 
order of certiorat: and mandamns directe: 
to the Minister for Local Government an 
Public Health in respect of the refusal of 
the Meath Board of Health and Public 
Assistance to register Mr. Galvin as a 
dairyman. 

Mr. Galvin stated in an affidavit that 
last June he applied to the Board of Heaijth 
to be registered as a dairyman, and received 
a refusal order. Ife sent notice of appeal to 
the Minister. and the Secretary to the De 
pariment replied that the Minister had 
“had before him” his appeal and had con 
firmed the refusal order. 

No notice of the hearing of the appeal! 
had heen received, stated Mr. Galvin, and if 
the appeal had been heard or considered | 
the Minister it had been heard without «any 
consideration of the facts on which it would 
be grounded. He had a satisfactory rcase 
to put forward, and abundant evidence to 
support his case. and he believed that if the 
Minister had-heard the case to be made hs 
him on the appeal and the evidence in 
support of it he would not have made the 
order that he had made. 

In reply to Mr. Justice O'Byrne, Mr 
Kee. K.C.. who, with Mr. Teevam (instructed 
by Mr. Patrick F. O'Reilly), appeared for 
Mr. Galvin, said the notice of appeal had 
been given to the Minister in the prescribed 
manner, but not a statement of Mr. Gaivin's 
case as it would have been pnt forward 
if he had been heard. 

Chief Justice—Are you entitled to say 
that the word “appeal” in the Statute 
means a re-hearing ” 

Mr. Roe—I submit that in this case there 
is a very big power in the sanitary autho- 
rity to put a man like my client out of 
businéss by refusing to make an order. 
a I submit that it was contemplated 
that the Minister should take evidence. My 
complaint is that the Statute gives me the 
right to appeal in a matter which vitaliy 
affects my whole livelihood. I have carried 
ont the rules and brought my appeal hefore 


the Minister. and the Minister, having 
considered all that is said arainst me. dis 


regards the essentials of Imstice if -he gives 
a decision on one side of the case eniy. and 
decides the appeal against me without m: 
having had an opportunity to be heard 

The Chief Justice said that he did not
